Albert was the seventh mon, and after
leaving schoonl he entered tha counting
house of his brothar, BEdwin M. Lewls &
Co, and In 180 becama a member of tha
firm of John A. Lowta & Co,, and after
Ita dissolution besenme nmsintant to the
prasldent and cashlor of the Farmers
and Mechanles® Natlonnl Bank In 1857,
Mr, Lewism was elocted cashier of tha
City National Dank In 1883, a posltion he
held for 37 yeara, roeslgning in 1000,

He wan an artlst of considerable abils
Ity, exhiblting for a number of sensons
paintingx In oll and m water color at
the exhibitlons of the Pennsyivania
Academy of the Filne Arts and at those
held by the Artiats' Fund Society of
Philadelphin.
